OF NLRB’'S CINCINNATI REGIONAL OFFICE

The National Labor Relations Board's Chairman Robert J. Battista and General Counsel
Arthur F. Rosenfeld today announced the appointment of Gary W. Muffley as Regional Director
of the National Labor Relations Board's Regional Office in Cincinnati, OH (Region 9).
